during the

world w hat w e are. W e can also thank 
H im for the love of England in that 
m atter, for although we knew of E n g­ 
land s friendship, perhaps you have no 
idea of the exten t of her friendship or 
love.

does we found the W est Indies British 
fleet there and invited one of the B rit­ 
ish naval officers of high rank on board 
our ship to dine with us. The conversa, 
tlon turned on the pow ers opposed to us 
during tho w ar w ith Spain and the 
B ritish officer exclaim ed: ‘Gentlemen, 
perhaps you knew that England w as 
with you. but you have no idea of w hat 
England really did for you. 
I w as on 
leave when the Spanish-Am erican war 
broke out, and together w ith 
several 
other officers w as im m ediately ordered 
back to duty. 
W e had at two points 
63 of our ships w aiting to be ordered out 
in case of an y naval dem onstration be­ 
ing m ade against the United States by 
the other powers. 
If any such dem on­ 
stration had been m ade w e would have 
headed them." 


STRIKE LEADERS CLOSELY 
WATCHING THE SITUATION 


P ittsburg, Aug. 11.—Pittsburg passed 
the first day o f the strike in a spirit of 
calm ness. 
There are strong undercur­ 
rents of sentim en t and sym p athy run­ 
ning through popular feeling, but there 
were few surface indications of them . 
It w as a bright, clear day, and the 
pleasure places were filled w ith holiday 
crowds. 
There seem ed to be a general 
agreem ent to throw off the w orry and 
evils of the serious labor conflict for 
the tim e being. 
The strikers and their 
leaders kept a close w atch on the strike 
situation , how ever. 


The early reports were unfavorable 
to them, for they show ed that the re­ 
sponses to the general order to go out 
had not been as large as they had been 
led to expect. 
T hey seem ed confident, 
however, that the m en would decide to 
strike today and th at the show ing b y 
M onday would be satisfactory. 
The 
strikers did not congregate In force 
at any point and there w as n et a su g ­ 
gestion of disorder anyw here. 


President Shaffer spent the day q u iet­ 
ly a t his hom e in P ittsburg. 
H e hold* 
rather strict Ideas a s to Sabbath ob­ 
servance, 
and 
throughout the strike 
has insisted that as little as possible 
be done on that day. 
W hen an A sso ­ 
ciated P ress reporter 
called 
a t the 
house he w as received by Mrs. Shaffer. 


“My husband can see no one today," 
said she. 
He is restin g and preparing 
h im self for the w ork ahead of him to­ 
m orrow and through the w eek.”

THE RECORD OF A GREAT EDITOR

CHARLES CARROLL GOODWIN 


J 


UDGE CHARLES CARROLL GOODWIN has been the 
editor of th e S alt L ake T ribune for over tw enty 
years. 
The Tribune is one of the g reat dailies of 
the U nited S tates. It has been, under Judge Good­ 
win, truly “a journal of civilization.” 


W ithin its sphere of influence it has been a stronger, 
a more direct and a m ore continuous influence than any 
other daily new spaper in the U nited S tates w ithtú the last 
20 years. 


The h istory of its influence during the period m en­ 
tioned bears a strong resem blance to th e history of the 
New York T ribune u nder Greeley from 1850 to 1865. 
Kach paper had á cause and each had a big-hearted, clear­ 
headed, fearless m an 
a m an of boundless sym pathy, of 
m easureless courage, of incorruptible patriotism , of the 
power to perceive the rig h t clearly and to express his 
convictions w ith singular force. Yet w ithal each of these 
great editors—th e one g reat in a continental sphere, iue 
nther equally g reat in a m ore localized sphere—has been 
a man of peculiar sim plicity and gentleness of character. 


G reeley w as a g reat w riter. H e had im agination. 
He 
had a g reat heart, he had a hot tem per; but he had con­ 
viction and an honest pen. He had also a style as graphic 
as the lightning and as resonant as the thunder. He was 
unquestionably the m ost representative and therefore 
the m ost influential editor th a t A m erican journalism has 
yet produced. 


In the long fight ag ainst hum an slavery Greeley was 
not of course the only factor nor even th e only great 
tactor. 
But he w as unquestionably the g reatest factor. 


In his cause, in his influence, in his personal character, 
ttie g reat editor of the Salt Lake Tribune presents a 
strong resem blance to the great founder of the New 
York Tribune. 


Alike in th eir devotion to liberty and truth and reason 


alike in the unflinching heroism of th e ir courage—alike 
in the sw eet generosity of th e ir natures, ferocious in 
antagonism but childlike in forgiveness—alike but not 
identical in the equipm ent w ith w hich nature endowed 
them for th e daily battle of journalism , they are alike 
also in th e b itter fate of th e ir political am bitions. 


G reeley wished to be president and died of the hum ili­ 
ation of his d efea t 


Goodwin a t 69 (he w as born 1832) still goes daily 
to his editorial desk w ith a firm step and a brave front, 
but th e dullest eye m ay perceive th a t th e m ournful pall 
of a lo st hope hangs heavy upon his proud heart. 


He had hoped, he had expecteu—he had every political 
right to ’ expect—to be elected to th e senate from U tah. 
By his long and triu m p h ant leadership against the fanatical 
and ab h o rren t barbarism s of the M ormon church—by his 
incorruptible patriotism and his unquestionable ability, 
he w as fully and ju stly entitled to the honor. 


B ut his m odest am bition has been slain, like G reeley’s, 
in th e house of his an cient friends. 


H e fought th e ir b attle and they have denied him a 
seat a t the banquet. 
H e won th e ir victory and they 
have bestow ed th e laurels upon others. 


They lay it to the Mormons, but they lie—unquestion­ 
ably they He. 
The M ormons w ere his enem ies. 
None 
but friends could be pitiless enough to slay the m odest 
am bition of so generous an enem y and so g reat a man. 


T he disappointm ent, th e grief, th e bitterness m ay all 
be Goodwin's, but the loss is all U tah's. 


T here is not today—there seldom has been—a man 
in th e sen ate of the U nited S tates of g reater intellectual 
scope and profundity, of greater force and felicity of 
expression, of m ore com pendious historical inform ation, 
of g reater readiness in resource, of m ore capacity or in­ 
dustry in th e intellectual application necessary to com­ 
mand th e attention and respect of the senate than Judge 
Goodwin. 
T here is n o t a m an of higher patriotism or 
m ore im personal motive. 
T here is not and there never 
has been a senator from any state m ore fully and justly 
entitled to the honor by services rendered to his state 
than Judge Goodwin—and look a t the string of political 
hucksters th a t U tah has sen t to rep resen t her and support 
her dignity in the finest assem bly of legislators in the 
w orld! 


I suspect th ere is a generous w eakness, however, in 


the political character of Judge Goodwin th a t accounts 
for this neglect. 


T hat he has great sagacity as a political counselor 
is beyond question, but w hile he is the te rro r of his 
opponents he has lacked the firm ness to m ake his friends 
afraid to betray him. 


Such am iable w eakness is always la tal in politics. 
Besides, there is genuine and wise rolucance alw ays 
am ong shrew d, practical politicians to take a forcible 
political editor aw ay from his work. 
He is him self dis­ 
arm ed and tho party is left w ithout an experienced 
guard upon the w atchtow er. 


H ad Judge Goodwin been capable of political huckster­ 
ing there can be no doubt that he m ight easily have 
arranged w ith the powerful Mormon hierarchy for the 
senatorship or any other office th a t would take him out 
of U tah and aw ay from the Tribune even p art of the time. 
B ut his instincts are too honorable for the political 
infam y by which m any are more than willing to profit. 


The Mormon church is a concentrated political power. 
In its constitutional elem ents it is the m ost secret, the 
m ost penetrating, th e m ost concentrated and absolute 
political organization on earth. 


E ditor Goodwin has redeem ed U tah from barbarism . 
H e has rescued M ormonism from the savagery to which 
religious fanaticism alw ays strongly tends. 
He has lashed 
the seditious defiance out of the Mormon hierarchy and 
com pelled it to listen respectfully, if still sullenly and 
resentfully, to the voice of reason and the influence of 
decent public opinion as expressed by tho law. 
He has 
m ade U tah a perfectly safe and fairly com fortable place 
to live, w here any Am erican may now express his con­ 
tem pt of any religious or political absurdity w ithout fear 
of assassination. 


In accom plishing this lahor of patriotism he has done 
a service to his o . -i u n t r v a Rprvicn t n c i v i l i s a t i o n , n nprvice 
to liberty and reason—a service I womu even say to 
M ormonism itself—which justly entitles him to any honor 
which his country can bestow or to which tho influence 
of the Mormon church can contribute. 


He has not sought (as religious bigots have unw isely 
sought) to annihilate M ormonism but only to w hip it 
into respect for me law and decent public opinion. 


Judge Goodwin is too clear a thinker not to recognize 
th a t M ormonism rests on 
the sam e 
basis of logical 
absurdity as any other religion claim ing divine revelation 
as its sanction, and his sp irit is too tolerant to desire 
to destroy w here to am end Is sufficient. 


M ormonism is not the o n ly religon abhorrent to reason, 
nor the only religion th a t thrives upon ignorant fanati­ 
cism. but it is the only one in the United S tates organized 
on a m anifest basis of pelf and offering insolent defiance 
to the m andates of law and the decencies of civilization. 


In lashing this insolent defiance out of the M ormon 
hierarchy by the power of his paper Judge Goodwin has 
done all th a t he aimed to do, all that reason and patri­ 
otism require. 
But in breaking tho power of the morose 
and greedy Mormon hierarchy he has probably per­ 
petuated the pxistpnee of the Mormon religion. 


He has rescued th a t religion from its defiant inde­ 
cencies, he has curbed the terrifying tyranny of its 
hierarchy and made them , how ever sullenly, subm issive 
to law; he has redeem ed the church from the abhorrent 
policy of assassination, but he has left the esentiais of its 
adm irable, its m atchless organization nnassailed, and it 
will probably live as long as ignorance continues to sur­ 
render its faith to the preposterous theory of revelation. 


In this great work of restraintive influence m e Salt 
Lake T ribune under the editorship of uitdge Goodwin has 
accom plished an achievem ent of which the American 
press m ay well bo proud as dem onstrating the inherent 
pow er of an able, fearless, incorruptible yet tolerant new s­ 
paper. 


It has saved an absurd and defiant religions.fanatlcisn 
from annihilation by the sword. It has saved the country 
the im pending atrocities of a religious war. 
It has re­ 
deem ed M ormonism from the brutal infam y of1 polygamy 
and the insidious terrors of- assassination.' In a word, 
as said before, it has rescued U tah from barbarism and 
placed her in the ranks of civilized states w ith a liberal 
future of prosperity and happiness opening before her. 


F or th a t leadership he w as well equipped. 
Though a 
New York state man bj^ birth and education he knew tne 
w est by nearly 30 yeara of experience in California and 
N evada. In the latter state he had been a m iner, a lawyer, 


a judge and an editor. 
Already ho had gained a reputa­ 
tion as a forcible and effective editorial w riter in Nevada. 


W hen he cam e to the Tribune in the zenith of his m an­ 
hood he had convictions as well <is courage and discretion 
as well as convictions. Ho possessed th e judicial cast of 
mind and w as a m an of varied culture. 
He had great 
force and felicity of expression. His work on th e Trilmno 
com m anded the im m ediate attention of U tah and th< 
whole inter-m ountain west. 
It com manded also the ad­ 
m iring attention of his cxchango readers all over the 
country—the crucial test. 


His diction w as notably elegant and his style clear 
logical, incisive and easy. 
If less graphic than Greplev's 
it was hardly less convincing. 
If it appealed less to the 
im agination it appealed at ieast equally to the reason. 
It w as peculiarly logical and therefore forccd conviction. 


In tem per his w riting ranged from suavity to fierceness 
though it seldom struck a strldont tone and was usually 
m arked by a calm ness and reserve th a t m ust have seem ed 
to readers accustom ed to 
the knock-down-and-drag-out 
style of editorial w rting then prevalent in the w est the 
very m onotony of elegance. 


Editors accustom ed to slashing at M ormonism (and at 
each other of course by desultory term s) with tho scythes 
and m eat-axes of rhetoric w ere probably am azed if not 
disgusted to see the accom pllsher sabreur of the Tribune 
wield only a w ell-tem pered rapier. 
They were reconciled 
to the innovation, however, when they saw tho rapier 
bring blood to the surface w ith every skillful thrust. 
• 


The editorial fone of the Tribune has not 
been 
w ithout a wholesome influence on w estern journalism —- 
the M ormons w ere not the only barbarians in the west 
in those days. 


As a political speaker and a post prandial orator Judge 
Goodwin is (-ailed the Chauncey Depew of the west. 
I 
have never heard him in such efforts hut tho c n r r m l l n i p n t , 
I should fancy, m ust bo very flattering—to Senator 
Depew. 


In the old days of the long Mormon tight Judge Good­ 
w in’s editorials were justly open to charges of monotony. 
They all read like decrees from the bench. 
They were 
elegant, they w ere powerful, they w ere penetrating and 
conclusive, but they were monotonous. The answ er to this 
criticism is th a t tho monotone was a grand one and th at 
there w as a t the time, in Utah, but one Thing to talk 
about and but one man in a position to talk effectively 
about, that. 
The Salt, i.ake Tribune could afford but one 
editorial w riter while (when I Iasi knew) the New York 
Tribune had 17 regular editorial contributors on its pay 
roil. 


T hat m akes a difference. 
All steady forces operating In one direction are 
monotonous, however powerful and effective. 


Today w hen Utah is free and happy w ithout fear, the 
charge of monotony cannot be brought against tne edi­ 
torial page of the Tribune. 


Judge Goodwin in truth Is a w riter of more versatility 
oi style than is common am ong forcible w riters. 
He 
has w ritten a capital book on w estern life entitled "The 
Comstock Club,” which shows him to be a kern and gay 
porsiflour in bis lighter moods. He is accused also among 
his Intim ates of having perpetrated a great deal of very 
beautiful poetry. 
This is likely enough. 
N early all 
strong men are victim s of some secret, w eakness like 
that, but Judge Goodwin has not. published his verses— 
which proves th a t at bottom his judgment, is sound. Still 
the public Is ap t to nke a forciule w iilut none the Itthti 
because there is a good deal in his w ork to forgive. 


Judge Goodwin's life work must, in the orm nary cal­ 
culations of hum an existence, be draw ing tow ard a fin.sh. 
H e is a g reat and patriotic editor, a m ost lovable and 
obliging man. 


His w ork has been a g reat and patriotic w ork—an in­ 
valuable work for his country and for Utah. 
T hat hia 
country and U tah have neglected him is not his sham e 
but theirs. 
T hat the press of the U nited S lates -,as not 
resented this neglect proves only th a t there is no real 
esprit de corps, no genuine and effective fraternansm 
in its ranks. 


Supple and clam orous m ediocrity has wormed and 
wiggled its w ay from the ran k s of the profession into 
the cabinet, into am bassadorships, into th e senate w ith 
the m eekly grateful applause of th e press, w hile his 
confreres of th e quill w itness w ithout resentm ent, w ith­ 
out im patience, w ithout rem ark, this grand old N estor 


of the profession—grand in the range and lorcc of his 
m ental abilities—superb in tho elegance of h.s culture— 
lovely in the devolion of his friendship— this m an of 
g reat w ork accom plished—this m odest w arrior of g reat 
and "beneficcnt victories achieved for his country and 
his state—Is allowed to go In m ournful pride to tne daily 
grind of Ills desk Wniinuf n vnlop from the press to resent 
tho neglect, or cham pion his em inent claim s to the g rati­ 
tude and adm iration of his state and tho nation. 


T hat is an unim peachable record of direct and gen­ 
erous public usefulness which I think no other new spaper 
in the United S tates can duplicate for the last q u arter of 
a century—and th a t is the record of tho S alt Lake 
Tribune; that is the record of Judge Goodwin—a stronger 
record, a more useful and generous record, in all respccts 
a nobler and more patriotic record th an is likely to bo 
made by all the political hucksters that U tah can send 
to the United S tates senate with or w ithout the influence 
of the Mormon church—in the next hundred years. 


W hat can any political honor add to such a record 
except m erely to recognize it? 


It Is them selves th at the huckstering politicians of 
Utah sham e, not the g reat editor, by w ithholding m e rec­ 
ognition so honorably earned. 


But it is not Utah alone th at has Ignored the high 
claim s of Judge Goodwin to political recognition. 


He has been the coBfstant and trusted counselor of 
national adm inistrations and national legislatures In deal­ 
ing with a dangerous fanaticism th at seem ed by its inso­ 
lent defiance of law to court persecution, and his benign 
influence, his sagacious and tolerant firm ness have brought 
the country through a crisis in civilization w ithout the 
sham e and m isery of using any force but the c-lvil law. 


He has wrought a revolution in Utah w im out shedding 
one drop of blood or destroying one dollar's w orth of 


And he has not only redeem ed U tah from barbarism 
but he has wedded her by the sacram ents of patriotism to 
civilization. 


To appreciate the cheerfulness and security with which 
the energies of Utah go on today one should be able to 
com pare its condition with th a t of 25 years ago when the 
brooding, sullen, resentful and dangerous spirit of Mor- 
monlsni hung lll;e a gloomy and m enacing shadow over 
the life of the territory. 


For this benign result how has the nation rew arded the 
great editor who has contributed m ost to its achieve­ 
ment?-—ju st as Utah has rew arded him ; by neglect. 


There are not 1 no men in the U nited States today m ore 
com pletely equipped by culture, experience and natural 
sagacity to fill the highest diplom atic m issions of the 
nation than Judge Goodwin; yet so far as I am a warn 
no such m ission has ever been tendered him. 


If any proper esprit de corps existed in Am erican 
journalism the new spaper fratern ity would effectively 
resent this neglect, of a great editor—the N estor of the 
profession. 


But in a sense, as I said, I he fault.—as political condi­ 
tions exist -rests prim arily in Judge Goodwin him self - 
he Is a laborer too proud to ask for the w ages he has 
undeniably earned, and too m odest to rally the devotion 
of his friends in a cause personal to him self. 


Such pride and such m odesty are adm irable, but in the 
world of politics they generally get left. 


It is a very generous but a very dangerous thing for a 
big man of am bition to allow his friends to get (he im pres­ 
sion th at they may neglect him with im punity. 


T hat is a sort of honorable im becility too common in 
A m erican journalism . 


The m an th at is am iable enough to work for nothing 
and board him self will seldom have to hunt em ploym ent. 


Judge Goodwin has been guilty of the political folly 
of being too am iable to his friends. 
They have discov­ 
ered th a t it is safe to neglect him. 


Greeley, though generous as a child In his affections, 
and as unsuspecting In his friendships, was never guilty 
'of tho w eakness of allow ing friends whom he had helped 
to pow er to ignore him. 
W ith one rem orseless slash ho 
slew forever the lofty and confident am bitions of hia erst­ 
while friend Thurlow Weed for an ac t of contem ptuous 
neglect. 


In com paring the character, the abilities and the 
political fortunes of Judge Goodwin to those of Greeley 
I do not m ean to assert th a t In any respect, they are 
identical, nor in m any respocts closely alike, but only in 


some respects so strikingly similar that one suggests the 
outer. 


1 hev w ere alike in that having found a hum ane and 
patriotic work to do, each ouu-ccratoii himself to the duty 
and followed th a t work to a finish with incorruptible de­ 
votion and unlm peachiib'i- < -nira^o.

im peachable estim ate- ii accomplished. 


And the result it accomplished was altogether benefi­ 
cent.

CARRINGTON. 


Ten million dollars in improvements, 
Grades cut from an average of 75 feet 
to the mile to an average of 43 feet 
to the mile. 


Curves reduced from 6 to 4 per cent. 
Dangerous bridges and 
trestlew ork 
eradicated. 


Track ballasted until it is as smooth 
as asphalt and solid as the eternal hills. 


The above, in outline, is the story 
of the engineefing feat w ith which the 
Union Pacific railroad has electrified 
railroad circles of the country and has 
equipped itself to lead In the race for 
railway traffic across the continent. 


To the eye of the laym an the above 
has but little signflcance and so quietly 
has the work gone on that practic­ 
ally no one but he who reads the rail­ 
way and scientific journals has had 
it brought to his nolice except in a 
casual way. 


In e x D e n d itu re of this vast am ount 
of money the Union Pacific has accom­ 
p lish e d w hat appears to the uninitiated 
mind but a trifle. 
In a distance of 
1,034 miles from Omaha to Ogden, it 
has saved but a fractional 31 miles—but 
in this saving of such a short distance 
it has increased its 
traffic 
capacity 
two-fold and has placed its transcr/n- 
tinental system on a basis unequaled 
by any other line, and in thus set­ 
ting a new pace and a new standard for 
competing lines it has 
revolutionized 
the railw ay business of the west. 


In the la tte r p art of the 
’60s 
the 
Union Pacific attracted the eyes of the 
nation as it raced across thé Rocky 
mountains, laying the chain of ties and 
rails which bound together the A tlan­ 
tic and the Pacific; and now once more 
the same road invites the eyes of the 
progressive commercial interests of the 
country as well as the traveling pub­ 
lic and to them, as to the other rail­ 
way lines of the west, it says "Come 
and see w hat we have done." And even 
in this day 
of 
w onders 
and 
great 
achievements, he who accepts the In­ 
vitation m ust rau se and m arvel a t the 
m aster minds which prom ulgated the 
great feat. 


Once the jerkw ater engines puffed, 
with great flare of steam and immense 
columns of smoke, up the steep ascent 
of Sherman hill on a grade of 97 feet 
to the mile, and then crossed from tha 
one to the other steep bank of Dale 
ereek on the net-w ork of steel, known 
as Dale creek bridge a t a height of 
114 feet above the bottom of-the gulch; 
now, the g reat "m oguls" w hirl the pal­ 
ace cars and freight train s up an easy 
çrade of 48 féet to the mile and the 
rickety old bridge is cast aside for 
scrap iron while h) its place is a solid 
em bankment of disintegrated granite 
know n'as the Dale creék fill. 


By such improvement;! as • these haw 
the Union Pacific, established fts line- 
through W yoming, 
achieving a t once 
increased com fort, s a fe ty '¿ h a ' 'speed. 
The story of the work is a story of 
“cut and nil,” W here mountain ridges 


were in the w ay the engineer ordered 
"C ut throueh them ;" 
where 
gulches 
have obstructed the line, the order has 
been “Fill them up." So it lias been 
all the w ay through W yoming and into 
Utah. M ountains have been blown into 
gulches ariB the Rockies have been lev­ 
eled to meet the needs of man. 


One of the chief features of the work 
has been the eradication of 
bridges. 
Fills, or em bankm ents—w ith culverts to 
carry the w ater throueh—have 
taken 
the place of the Iron trestlew ork until 
only four bridges 
are 
left 
betyeen 
Cheyenne, W yoming and Ogdon, Utah, 
and they aro of the best. 


Two tunnels have been bored on th e 
new line. One Is through Sherman hill 
—bored straight through the granite for 
a distance of 1,500 feet. 
The other is 
near the U tah line and is known as 
the Aspen, tunnel. 
It goes through the 
m ountain for a distance of 5.900 feet. 
Owing to the formation of the country 
there, it being of a shaly character, 
it has been found necessary to cement 
this tunnel. The tunnel Is not yet com­ 
pleted but work Is being pushed from 
bofh ends. This tunnel Is being bored 
to avoid Tapioca hill, the m ost dan­ 
gerous part of the line to operate, es­ 
pecially in winter, as it abounds 
in 
sharp cu-ves and heavy grades. 


It is impossible to conceive of the 
m agnitude of the w ork done, by this 
road except by personal 
observation. 
The term s “cuts” and "fills” convey but 
small m eaning until the reader has in­ 
spected the solidity of 
the m ountain 


I side through which the road w-as blast- 
ed nt “Fish Cut," or the gigantic em ­ 
bankm ents 
of 
disintegrated 
granite 
I known as “ Dale Creek Fill," or “Lone 
i Tree Fill." To show the Immensity of 
I the work, let it be slated th a t the cross- 
I ing of Dale creek is 000 feet long, 120 
i feet high, and th at 500,000 cubic yards 
I of Sherman gravel was used In con­ 
structing- the em bankm ent; 
th a t 
the 
I crossing of I.one Tree creek is about 
| 800 leet long, 1-5 feet high and has 280,- 
| Ot'O cubic yards of fill In the em bank­ 
ment. 
AU the em bankm ents are made 
of the celebrated Sherman disintegrated 
granite. 


By m aking these im provements, the 
Union Pacific lias far outstripped Its 
com petitors in placing the road on a 
paying basis. The reduction in grades 
and curves has cut down the running 
expenses by a big margin. H elper en­ 
gines are no longer needed and the 
1'uel necessary to climb the steep grades 
l.i also saved. F aster time can be made 
with less danger 
than 
before. 
The 
saving of 31 miles is tho sm allest part 
of the result attained, 
for 
those 31 
miles in the old line m eant enormous 
sum s of money in full and ex tra en­ 
gines for hill climbing. Those 31 miles 
m eant congested traffic because of lim ­ 
ited speed. Thoie 31 miles m eant dan­ 
gerous bridges across which only light 
trains could be B ent. 
These 
benefits 
will be appreciated in the freight de­ 
partm ent of the road and the new line 
will m ean money made as 
well 
as 
money saved in this departm ent.

B ut the feature th a t will strike the 
traveler over the Union Pacific, to Salt 
Lake and the Pacific coast Is tho solid­ 
ity of the roadbed. The road is ballast­ 
ed all the w ay w ith disintegrated g ran­ 
ite w hich packs as hard as asphalt 
and the tourist flying across the Rock­ 
ies on the Overland Lim ited appreci­ 
ates the com fort which comes from a 
roadbed smooth and 
dustless and In 
every w ay alm ost perfect. The line Is 
fitted out w ith new 80-pound steel rails 
and new ties and is a new road en­ 
tirely, all conducing to the safe and 
speedy tra n sit of freight and passenger 
across thè g reat m ountain ranges. 


It w as over this solid roadbed, around 
these easy curves and up and down 
these light grades th a t the newspaper 
men of the country were recently car­ 
ried as the guests of the Union Pacific 
road. 
Conscious of the trium phs they 
had achieved, the Union Pacific officials 
w ere anxious to show to their best 
friends—the new spaper 
men 
of 
the 
country from which they draw their 
business—the m anner In which they had 
«quipped their road to handle the tra n s­ 
continental railw ay business. 
I t was 
for this purpose th a t the “Press Spe­ 
cial”—called -by one of the party “The 
G reat A m erican B rain T rust Special”-— 
w as started from D enver on the night 
of Ju ly 23 > last. 
W ith the most ap ­ 
proved style of observation, or Inspec­ 
tion, c a r on ahead of the train, so th a t 
the w ork could be Inspected from the 
most advantageous point of view, the 


64 new spaper w riters traveled by easy 
stages through the grand and beautiful 
scenery of tho Rockies 
as found in 
W yoming. 
The story of the trip was 
treated in this paper more a t length 
some days ago. It was not because of 
the royal entertainm ent accorded the 
w riters by Messrs. 
Lomax, 
Darlow, 
Griffin and Park, the officials who con- 
. ducted this trip, th a t the newspaper 
men are loud in thPir praise of the 
im proved Union Pacific road—the work 
itself left a deep impression upon the 
minds of all. 


And In com m enting on the stupendous 
piece of w ork done, it is but fitting 
to speak of him in whose mind the 
gigantic scheme

through whose executive

w ith freedom a n d o u r in stitu tio n s.

of trad es-u n io n s. 
T o d ay E n g la n d h as been d riv e n o u t of

u n sh ack led . 
T rad es-u n io n s h av e se rv e d a good p urpose 
in th is c o u n try in red u c in g th e h o u rs of lab o r to such as 
a re co m p atib le w ith h e a lth fu ln e ss an d by e n fo rc in g th e 
p a y m e n t of liv in g w ag es fo r a d a y ’s w ork. 
W h en th ey 
go beyond su ch w o rth y o b jec ts an d u n d e rta k e to d ic ta te 
th a t no p e rso n can b e em ployed u n less he belo n g s to 
som e p a rtic u la r union, do th e y n o t w e ak en th e ir pow er 
and in flu en ce in e n fo rc in g th e ir d e m an d s fo r b e tte r w ag es 
an d for b e tte r co n d itio n s for a ll c la sse s of lab o r? 


It is c e rta in th a t th e p re se n t in d u stria l sy stem is im ­ 
perfect and d efectiv e, and it is eq u ally c e rta in th a t tn ere 
m u st com e in th e n e a r fu tu re rad ical and far-re a c h in g 
ch an g es. 
To th e old co n d itio n of serfd o m we c an n o t 
retu rn . 
T h e re is too m uch in te llig en c e and too m uch 
pow er in th e lab o rin g c la sse s of th is c o u n try to p erm it 
a n y th in g of th e kind, an d public se n tim e n t w ould not 
p erm it it for an in sta n t.

M oreover no im p ro v e m e n t in th e in d u stria l s y ste m can 
ch an g e th e d e fe c ts of h u m an c h a ra c te r an d th e re is good 
reaso n to b eliev e th a t m an y of th e ev ils o f w h ich w e 
com plain a re d u e to m en, ra th e r th a n to m eth o d s.

I t m u st be a d m itted a t th e o u tset th a t no a rg u m e n t based on local condi­ 
tions is sound as a g en eral ru le; yet, w hen it is ap p licab le to m illions it ¡3 
w o rth m ore th a n p assin g co n sideration. In th e g re a t cities of th e east, w ork on 
g re a t im p ro v em en ts done u n d e r c o n tra c t yields th e lab o rer a t th e ra te of fif­ 
teen cen ts a n h o u r or $9 a w eek; and in th e sam e cities p o tato e s a re today 
v alued a t $5.50 a b arrel an d coal a t $5.50 a ton. 
C om pelled by circu m sta n ces 
to buy th ese sta p le s a t prices w hich add 50 per. cent, to th e price, p o tato es cost 
ab o u t $7.75 a b a rre l an d coal $7.75 a ton. 


The p o tato w ith th e ends of m eat o r m u tto n , an d a c a rro t a n d an onion, 
form th e m ain food for th o u sa n d s of fam ilies. 
W hen p o tato e s a re d ear it is 
a calam ity. 
It is w orse th a n d e a r bread. 


One c an n o t consider th e w elfare of the to ilin g m asses In g re a t cities with­ 
o u t co m p arin g w ages w ith w h a t w ages procure. 
T h ere is a v a s t am ount of 
of talk in c e rta in circles in th e g re a t cities of N ew Y ork, B oston an d Phila­ 
delphia ab o u t th ere being few unem ployed laborers. 


H ard fac ts affectin g th e condition of lab o rin g people a re suppressed. They 
do not com e up to b reak th ro u g h th e gilded c ru st. 
T h ey a re held back. 


L et a n y decent, sober-m inded, th o u g h fu l m an co n sid er w h at th e condition 
o t a sm all fam ily m u st be w h en its b rea d -w in n e r can only e a rn $9 fo r 60 hours 
w ork an d p o tato es a re a t $6 an d $7 a b a rre l w hen b o u g h t in sm all quantities. 
T he price of lab o r is slow ly a n d stead ily d ecreasin g ; th e cost o f liv in g is slowly 
a n d stead ily increasing. 


T here a re m an y w ho 
will say, "N ev er In th e h isto ry 
of th e w orld were 
com m odities, once held to be exclusively m ade fo r th e e n jo y m en t of th e rich, 
so cheap, so a tta in a b le by all. T h a t Is only in a m easu re tru e . W hen th e a c tu a l 
necessities of life a re beyond th e e a rn in g pow er of m en, th e lu x u ries, h o w e v e r 
low in price, a re still u n atta in a b le . 


B y a false sy stem of legislation a n d by a lack of en fo rcem en t of e n a c te d 
law s, th e g a te s of th is n atio n a re open to th o u sa n d s w ho p o u r Into th is country 
to sw ell t h e crow ds of lab o rers. 
S o u th ern E u ro p e h a s filled t h e s w e a t - s h o p s 
an d th e tre n c h e s w it h a class of people w ho destroy, lab o r a n d th e proceeds of 
a lab o rin g m a n ’s h ard d a y ’s w ork. 


T here is no eq u itab le relatio n sh ip betw een th e price o f a n A m erican citizen's 
lab o r and th e p rice of an A m erican citizen 's food. T h e A m erican citizen is sup­ 
posed to live in a decent h a b ita tio n , feed a n d clothe his fam ily, send his chil­ 
d ren to school, read his new 'spaper and go to church; T he Ita lia n , Polish, H un ­ 
g a ria n and B u lg arian h erd s h is fam ily (w hen he h a s a n y ), clo th es his children 
in rags, he does n o t read h is pap er, he does n o t send h is ch ild ren to school and 
h e does n o t go to church. 
H e can, co nsequently, com pete w ith th e A m e r ic a n 
citizen, an d does com pete. 
T h e p rice of lab o r falls. 


All co rp o ratio n s seek ch e ap labor. 
T h e H u n , B u lg a ria n , P ole an d Italian 
a n sw er th e purpose.

is too slu'ewd a citizen, too enlightened, 
to go on voting for an organization that 
is picking his pockets under the pre­ 
tense of protecting him. H e is a pretty 
big puchaser of the products of steel 
and other trusts, and he will demand, 
and Insist upon the dem and at tlie polls, 
that he shall Hot be charged a higher 
price for the thin gs he needs on his 
farm , and which are made, as It were, 
under his very nose, than is his foreign 
com petitor in the sam e line thousands 
and thousands of m iles aw ay.

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AN EVEN BALANCE IN 


THE STRIKE SITUATION 


Pittsburgh Pa,. Aug. 13.—Neither aide 


moved .decisively today In the great In- 
dustrial conflict between the employers 
and employes In the steel trade, and the 
result Is still In the balance. The strik- 
ers made gains at Pittsburg, McKees- 
port, Wheeling and Bellalre in the last 
34 hours, but in the main the advantage 
is still with tha mill owners. Both sides 
claim to be preparing moves that will 
bring confusion to opponents, buf nei- 
ther side has shown Its hand. The gen- 
eral situation' tonight can be briefly 
summarized as follows: 
Ten men, flve of them skilled, quit 
at the lower union1 mill of the Carnegie 
company in.PlttsburS and Joined the 
atMkers. 
The defection reported the 
flrst. break, \n tb,e Carnegie forces of 
more than-.15,000 men. 
The strikers 
were Jubilant over the Incident but the 
company, claims to have 
filled their 
Places at once and that there would 
be no more desertions at any more of 
the plants. 


The Bellalre plant, In which the men 
struck on Sunday, was finally closed 
;down today; working short-handed un- 
til yesterday afternoon. When another 
start will be'made Is problematical. 
Several hundred boys'employed at the 
National Tube works at McKeesport 
went out during the night and day and 
their faction materially aided In the ef- 
fbVfof ,tRe strikers to finally tie up the 
plwjtf. Th» works are going ahead 
sliort. 'handed, but the ranks 
of. the 


^Yorker's are thlnnlng.and the supply of 
material Is limited. The strikers made 
gains?a.t Wheeling, and the steel offi- 
cials .admitted today that Benwood 
Ttfbuld be closed down. Clark's mill 
here Is moving along full handed. Lind- 
say and McCutcheon Is operating with 
a small crew and the managers are 
planning to open Painters and Increase 
the force;at Undsey and 'McCutcheon. 
A break in the ranks of the men who 
struck at Painters Is expected, but the 
strike managers deny that one will oc- 
cur. 


Another break Is reported as possible 
at Newcastle,' but there are as yet no 
positive inatcatlqns of It. The Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company; has a small 
force at the Crescent plSfct-in Cleve- 
land and is also planning resumption 
at other points with non-union men.

Both sides Express their confidence of 
ultimate 'victory 'and are 'carrying for- 
ward .their plans. President Shaffer of 
the Amalgamated association will leave 
tomorrow for Wheelingi where'he is to 
address the strikers. ' The -number of 
men out as'a result of the general'or- 
der Is'now roughly estimated at 16,000, 
and' on' the thjfen orders 62,000.

both dishonesty; and ; disloyalty and 
there is a general desire among mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated here: for some, 
form of Inquiry.- • 
. There ,was no trouble at any of, the 
strike canters today, although It was 
anticipated at' the points where plants 
are being partially operate* .and the 
men are wavering on the-nnestion of 
going out. Crowds surrounded the 
Carnegie- plants here' today .ana ;the of- 
ficials finally called on the police to 
clear, them away. The officials say that 
the loss of 10 m,en at the lower .union 
mill can be .directly traced to threats of 
strikers,; whojlhterce'pt the men on their 
way to and from work. They make the 
same complaint as to Bellalre, Wheel- 
ing and McKeesport. They say that the 
strikers at Riverside went to Bellalre 
and literally bluffed the remaining men 
into going out. They also claim that 
the same tactics gained the strikers 
and steeKworkers In tha National Tube 
plant at'Bentwood, and also forced out 
hundreds of loyal employes at McKees- 
port. 
They say they have given up 


hope of getting protection from the lo- 
cal authorities at McKeesport • and 
Wheeling, but have given no indication 
that they intend to ask for state aid in 
either.'Pennsylvania:or West Virginia. 
The strike leaders, on the other hand, 
Insist that they are proceeding entirely 
within 'their rights and the law. and 
that any recVults W0n by them have 


been obtained by means entirely-fair. 
Mayor R. J. Black of McKeesport to- 
night gave out the following: statement 
to a representative of the, Associated 
Press In reply to tfie numerous criti- 
cisms of his course "4n hot dispersing: 
the crowds of strikers at different times 
during the strike: 
"At a time like this in McKeesport, 
when so many men are Idle, they afe 
bound to come out on .the streets and 
crowd them, more than usual, and, like 
every.other crowd, will gather .where 
there Is an excitement, but so far.there 
has been little or no disorder, and In all 
coses the police have handled the situa- 
tion admirably. There' 1st nb more or- 
derly set of men In this-country than 
the men who are Idle In this city today.

COTTON MANUFACTURERS 


WILL REDUCE WAGES 


Fall River, Mass., Aug. 12.—The Fall 


River cotton manufacturers this even- 
Ing, 
at a meeting for the purpose of 
discussing the work of reduction, unan- 
imously voted to reduce wages to a 
basis of 17 cents for weaving, the re- 
duction to go into effect September 3. 
This Is about 14 per cent cut, the pres- 
ent price of weaving being 19.8 cents. 
The vote was unanimous, with one ex- 
ception, this man voting against'the 
reduction only on the question as to 
tho amount. An agreement will be 
drawn up for signature and will be 
passed by the executive committee of 
the association. It will require a rep- 
resentation of 100.000 spindles to make 
an agreement to reduce wages to opera- 
tives. At tho meeting and voting this 
evening there were representatives of 
nearly 1,260,000 spindles. 


Representatives of the various labor 
organizations in Fall River met di- 
rectly after the announcement of the 
action of the manufacturers 
and 
a 


meeting of 
the Textile council was 
called for next Thursday night. 
At 


that meeting a plan of action and per- 
haps resistance will be formulated. 


In regard to the adoption of a slid- 
ing scale, which was agitated some 
time ago, it is not expected the opera- 
tives will accept it. The operatives on 
every hand tonight talked over the 
movement of the association and the 
sentiment seemed to be In favor of 
resisting.

T., at 1:05 i 
o'clock this morning: by llvu masked 
men. Tho express car was blown open, 
the safe wrecked and the innll sacks 
rifled. All the passengers were rnblied 
of their money. Cuiwy Is a aide track, 
39; miles north of Denlson. It Is In the 
Choctaw nation of. the Indian territory, 
and the population surrounding tho 
station is only 125. The train does not 
stop at Caney except on signal, and the 
proper signal was given. Tho engineer 
whistled his reply to the signal given, 
the train slowed down and stopped.

Three of the robbers allot wildly and 
then the call wont to the messenger 
and clerk: "Open up and don't Uo too 
slow about It." From within came no 
response. The t\vo men could not be 
seen. 
They waited only the 
result. 


When there was no reply from within 
the robbers again called out: "Open tho 
door or we will blow it opim and blow 
you to hell." 


There was no renponse-to tho second. 


call and the firing again began ami 
fully 1!0 shots were discharged. Still 
there was no response to warning and 
three men prepared a small blust of 
dynamite against the ear door. 
In 


tho meantime th« shooting had awak- 
ened the passengers. 
The first Inti- 
mation that It was a "hold-up" sent 
the conductor, brakeman and porter 
back Into the train and us they came 
In and called out "It's a hold-up," the 
passengers tried to hide their money 
and valuables. 
The dynamite blade 


was exploded. , It was a small, chargo 
and was Intended more to 
frighten 
than anything else. A larger blast of 
dynamite was prepared and exploded. 
This did the work. It lore the Bide 
off 
the car. 
Tho robbers leaped 


through the opening and tho frighten- 
ed messenger had nothing to do but 
accept'their orders'. Ho was overpow- 
ered and narrowly escaped being torn 
in shreds as was his car. He was or- 
dered to open the safe, but he coulrt. 
not as the combination was at the end 
of the run. The robbers then put a 
charge of dynamite to the safe ami 
blew It open. 
This 
demolished

safe, but they got only Ji.F.O, as tho 
money had been left at BTuscoffoe to bn 
picked up by tho "Katy" (Iyer, which 
runs through the territory by day. 
The messengers and

wore 


forced to assist the bandits In their 
work. Every mail pouch was emptied 
and the mall considered valuable by 
them was taken. 
Then, with Postal

sack, the robbers went through

coaches and robbed every passenger. 
They got J2SO In one coach. A negro 
who refused to give tip his money was 
severely beaten. The passengers wero 
compelled to throw their valuables Into 
the pouch. 


Superintendent Kom Oiilnea 
of the 
railway mall service says he does not 
believe tho robbers got much money 
out of the mail pouches. 


After the work was done the robbers, 


who seemed to enjoy the situation, sat 
around and laughed over the matter, 
and one even went back Into a car 
to grit something. 


After holding the train two 
hours' 


tile robbers left, going oust Into tlm 
dense bottom timber for which the tor- 
tuous C'aney Creek is noted.

ACTION AGAINST 


THE STEEL TRUST 


Columbus, O., August 11.—It develops 


that Independent of the legal action 
which Is to be brought against the 
United States Steel corporation by the 
Anti-Trus^ league, action Is also con- 
templated by the secretary of State. It 
Is believed by that official that 
the 
United States Steel corporation Is do- 
Ing business In Ohio contrary to law. 
The corporation has never been admit- 
ted as a foreign corporation to do busi- 
ness in Ohio, although the property 
controlled by It In this state Is repre- 
sented by several million dollars worth 
of stock, upon which, If the Ohio com- 
panies have really been absorbed, the 
state Is entitled to collect a tax of one- 
tenth oC one per cent under what is 
known as the (Hard, law, the constitu- 
tionality of which was recently sus- 
tained by the supreme court. It is 
stated by Chief Clerk Alread, of the 
secretary of state's office, that notices 
will probably be sent to the steel cor- 
poration during the coming week call- 
Ing attention to Its obligation under 
the law. Should the plea be made that 
the Ohio companies have not been ab- 
sorbed and are operating under their 
original charters, the United States 
Steel corporation will be attacked un- 
der the Valentine antl-tcust law, which 
prohibits the operation of companies 
holding the stocks of other companies 
In trust.

Within its sphere of Influence It has been a stronger, 


a more direct and a more continuous Influence than any 
other dally newspaper In the United States wlthto the last 
20 years.

The history of Its Influence during the period men- 


tioned bears a sttjohg.resemblance to the history of the 
New York Tribune under Greeley from 1850 to 1865. 
Each paper: had a cause and each had a big-hearted, clear- 
headed,, fearless man—a man of boundless sympathy, of 
measureless eburige, of incorruptible patriptlsmi Of the 
power to perceive the right clearly and to express his 
convioUpns with singular farce. Yet withal each of these 
great editors—the one great In a continental sphere, iue 
other equally great in a more localized sphere—has been 
a man of peculiar simplicity and gentleness of character. 


Greeley was i great writer. He had Imagination. He 


had a great heart, he had a hot temper; but he had con-4 


vlctlon and an honest pen; He had also a style as graphic 
as the lightning and aS.resOnant as the thunder. He was 
unquestionably the most representative and therefore 
the most Influential editor/that American journalism has 
yet produced'. 


In the long fight against human slavery Greeley was

But his modest ambition has been slain, like Greeley's,

Had Judge Goodwin been capable of political huckster- 


Ing there can be no ^oubt that he might easily have 
arranged with the powerful Mormon hierarchy for the 
Benatorshlp or any other office that would take him out 
of Utah and away from the Tribune even part of the time. 
But,his instincts' are too honorable for. the political 
Infamy by, which many are more than willing to profit. 


The Mormon church Is a concentrated political power. 
In its constitutional elements It Is the most secret, the 
most penetrating, :the most-concentrated and absolute' 
political organization on earth. 


Editor Goodwtn; has redeemed Utah from barbarism. 


He has rescued Mormonlsm from the savagery to which 
religious fanaticism always strongly tends.

When he Came to the Tribune In the zenith of his man- 


hood he had convictions as well us courage and discretion 
as well as convictions. He possessed the judicial cast of 
mind and was a inan of varied culture. He had great 
force and felicity of expression. His work on the Tribune 
commanded thef Immediate attention of Utah and thr 
whole inter-mountain west It commanded also tho ad- 
miring attention of his exchange readers all over the 
country—the crucial test' 


His diction was notably elegant and his style clear, 


logical, Incisive and easy. If less graphic than Greeley'a 
it was hardly less convincing. If it appealed less to the 
Imagination it appealed at least equally to the reason. 
It was peculiarly Ibgical and therefore forced conviction. 


In temper his writing ranged from suavity to fierceness 


though It seldom struck a strident tone and was usually 
marked by a calmness and reserve that must have seemed 
to readers accustomed to the knock-down-and-drag-out 
style of editorial wrtlng then prevalent In the west the 
very monotony of elegance. 


Editors accustomed to slashing at Mormonlsm (and at 


each other of course by desultory terms) with the scythes 
and meat-axes of rhetoric.were probably" amazed If not 
disgusted to see the accompllsher sabreur of the Tribune 
wield only a well-tempered rapier. They were reconciled 
to the Innovation, however, when they saw the rapier 
bring blood to the surface with every skillful thrust. • 


The editorial <6ne of the Tribune has not been 


without a wholesome Influence on western Journalism— 
the Mormons were not the only barbarians in the. west

Goodwin is called the Chauncey Depew of the west. I 
have never heardTiim.in such efforts but the compliment, 
I should fancy, must bo very flattering—to Senator 
Depew.

In the old days of the long Mormon fight Judge Good- 


win's editorials were Justly open to charges of monotony. 
They all read like decrees from the bench. They were 
elegant, they were powerful, they were penetrating and 
conclusive, but they were monotonous. The answer to this 
criticism Is that the monotone was a grand_one and that 
there was at the time,, In Utah, but one ihtng to talk 
about and but one man in a position to talk effectively 
about that The Salt Lake Tribune couln afford but. one 
editorial writer while (when I last knew) the New York 
Tribune had IT regular editorial contributors on its pay- 
roll.

That makes a difference. 
'All steady forces operating In one direction are 


monotonous, however powerful and effective. 


Today when Utah Is free and happy without fear, the 


charge of monotony cannot be brought against tne edi- 
torial page of the Tribune. 


Judge Goodwin In truth Is a writer of more versatility 


ot style than Is common among forcible writers. 
He 


has written a capital book on western life entitled "The 
Comstock Club," which shows him to be a keen and gay 
perslfleur In his lighter moods. He Is accused also among 
his Intimates of having perpetrated, a great deal of very 
beautiful poetry. 
This is likely enough. 
Nearly all. 


strong men are victims of some secret weakness like 
that, but Judge Goodwin has not published his verses— 
which proves that at bottom his Judgment Is sound. Still 
the public Is apt to tike a forcible writer none the less 
because there Is a good deal In his work to forgive.

Judge Goodwin's life work must, in the orumary cal- 


culations of human existence, be drawing toward.a flmsh. 
He Is a great and patriotic editor, a most lovable and 
obliging man. 


His work has ,beon a great and patriotic work—an In- 


valuable work for his country and for Utah. That his 
country and Utah have neglected him IB not his shame 
but theirs. ' That the press of the United Slates *.as not 
resented this neglect proves only that there Is no real 
esprit de corps, no genuine and effective fraternaasm 
In" its ranks.

his state—Is allowed to go In mournful pride to tne- dally 
grind of his desk w».nout a voice from the press to resent 
the neglect or champion his eminent claims to the grati- 
tude and admiration of his state and the nation. 


That is an unimpeachable record of direct and gen- 


erous public usefulness which I think no other newspaper 
in the United States can duplicate for the last quarter of 
a century—and that Is the record of the Salt Lake 
Tribune; that is the record ot Judge Goodwin—a stronger 
record, a more useful and generous record, In all respects 
a nobler and more patriotic record than Is likely to be • 
made by all the political hucksters that Utah can send 
to the United States senate with or without the influence 
of the Mormon church—in the next hundred years. 


What can any political honor add to such a record 


except merely to recognize it? 


It Is themselves that the huckstering politicians of 


Utah shame, not the great editor, by withholding mo rec- 
ognition so honorably earned. 


But it is not Utah alone that has ignored the high 


claims of Judge Goodwin to political recognition. 


He has been 4he coietant and trusted counselor of 


.national administrations and national legislatures In deal- 
Ing with a dangerous fanaticism that seemed-by Its Inso- 
lent defiance of law to court persecution, and his benign 
Influence, his sagacious and tolerant firmness have brought 
the country through a crisis In civilization without the 
shame and misery of using any force but the civil law. 


He has wrought a revolution In Utah wuuout shedding 


one drop of blood or destroying one dollar's worth of 
property. 


And he has not only redeemed Utah from barbarism 


but he has wedded her by the sacraments of patriotism to 
civilization. 


To appreciate the cheerfulness and security with which 


the energies of Utah go on today one should be able to 
compare its condition with that of 25 years ago when the 
brooding, sullen, resentful and dangerous spirit of Mor- 
monlsm hung like a gloomy and menacing shadow over 
the life of the territory. 


For this benign result how has the nation rewarded the 


great editor who has contributed most to Its achieve- 
ment?—just as Utah has rewarded him; by neglect. 


Thero are not 100 men In the Untied States today more 


completely equipped' by culture, experience and natural 
sagacity to fill the highest diplomatic missions of thn 
nation than Judge Goodwin; yet so far as I am aware 
no such mission has ever been tendered him. 


If any proper esprit do corps existed In American 


journalism the newspaper fraternity, would effectively 
resent this neglect of a groat editor—the Nestor of the 
profession.

big man of ambition to allow his friends to got the Impres- 
sion that they may neglect him with impunity. 


That Is a sort of honorable imbecility too common in 


American journalism. 


The man that la amiable enough to work for nothing 


and board himself will seldom have to hunt employment. 


Judge Goodwin has been guilty of the political Wily 


of being too amiable to his friends. Yhey have discov- 
ered that it Is safe to neglect him.

Greeley, though generous as a child In his affections, 


and as unsuspecting In his friendships, was never guilty 
'of the weakness of allowing friends whom he had helped 
to power to Ignore him. With one remorseless slash he 
slew forever the lofty and confident ambitions of his erst- 
while friend Thurlow Weed for an act of contemptuous 
neglect. 


In comparing; the character, the abilities and the

.Two tunnels have been bored on tho

The other is 
near the Utah line and is known as 
the Asoen. tunnel. It goes through the 
mountain for a distance of 5,900 feet. 
Owing to the formation of the country 
there.

To show the Immensity of 
the work, let It ,be stated that the Cross- 
ing of Dale creek is 000 feet long, 120 
feet high,'and that 600,000 cubic yards 
of Sherman; Bravol was. used. in ;con- 
Btructing the embankment; that the 
crossing of I>one' Tree creek is about 
800 feet long-, l<!i> feet high and has 290,. 
000 cubic yards of nil In the embank- 
ment. Air the embankments are made 
of the celebrated Sherman disintegrated 
SVanlt'e. 
By malting these improvements, the 


Union Pacific has far outstripped its 
competitors In placing the. road on 'a, 
paying ,basls. The reduction in grades 
and-curves has cut down the'running' 
expenses (by a big margin.' Helper en- 
gines arc r|o longer needed and the 
fuel necessary to.cllmb the steep grades 
Is also saved. Faster, time can be made 
with leas danger than before.' The 
saving, of 31 miles is the smallest part 
of the' result attained, for.' those 31 
miles in the old line meant enormous 
sums of money In full and .extra en- 
gines for hill' climbing. Those 31 miles 
meant congested traffic because ot lim- 
ited speed. T-hoie 31 miles meant dan- 
gerous, bridges across which only light 
trains could be sent. These benefits 
will be appreciated in the .freight de- 
partment of the road and the'new line 
will mean money made as well as 
money saved in this:department^

>1INOE""l899 a'commission has been working under 


congressional authority investigating the extent 
to which the disease of leprosy-prevails In the 
United States. The commission has nearly com- 


}J Dieted its work and ia expected to make a formal report 
, jtp congress at its next session. 
, 
It is somewhat alarming to learn that the evidence 


If obtained t>y the commission Indicates the presence of 
. not less ,thun 2,000 lepers in the United States. The 


largest number are in New Orleans, and San Francisco 
'is the next most important center of the disease. There 
are lepers In New Yorlc, Chicago, North and South Dakota 
and New Mexico.

On the other hand, the commission will report that the 


disease is neither so-contagious nor so Incurable as is 
often supposed,, and that in spite of tho widespread tils- 
' tributlon of leprous patients in the United States and the 
incieaso in the past 10, years there is little ground for 
alarm, ine commission is assured that the disease is not 
BO fatal or so readily transmitted by contagion, infection 
or association as tuberculosis and cases 'are not uncorn- 


v mon where lepers are'f temporarily cured by a couple of

tablishment of national-lazarettos, in which lepers will

THE LABOR SITUATION. 


T 


HE GREAT struggle'between the steel trust an 
the labor unions is attracting universal interes 
while other strikes and difficulties already tend, 
ing or threatened in the near future give unmis- 


takable proof that the trouble is not an isolated one. 
From Tampa to San Francisco, from the foundries o 
Pennsylvania to the mines of Colorado unrest Is stirring 
and mighty forces are being marshaled for a conflic 
whose re'sult will affect most profoundly the interests 
and the future of our nation. 


Whether we consider the general principles of th 


relations between capital and labor or the particular 
facts and circumstances of a special case, the subject is 
one in which it Is impossible to find a common gronni 
upon which tho conflicting interests may meet. There 
are extremists on both sides. On one side is the capltalis 
who takes the position that his money, his mills, his 
mines, his property is his own to be used as he likes 
On tho other is the man who denies that property in the 
strict sense can exist at all, and between these two are 
men of an infinite multiplicity of views and variety 01 
of interests. It is practically, if not actually, impossible 
for the trust magnate or manager to consider the subject 
from the point of the union worklngman, .and it seemi 
impossible.for most union men-to appreciate the circum 
stances or the motives of the captain of Industry. 
BL 


one side we are asked to believe that present labor 
troubles are caused by inherent discontent on the.par 
of people who never know when they are well off: On 
the other we are asked to believe that there exists at the 
present time a vast conspiracy whose object is to degraue 
the wage-earner to the position of a slave and to make 
his wages dependent absolutely upon the selfishness or 
the caprice of those kings of finance who are rapidly 
succeeding to the power of the political monarchs of an 
older time. 


It does very little good to argue upon these subjects 


If a man believes that no one has a right to earn his 
living 
in 
certain 
branches 
of 
industry 
unless 


he belongs to a union,. it is useless to tell him 
that 
he 
is 
mistaken, and 
it 
Is 
worse 
than 


useless to accuse him either of stupidity or 
Im- 


morality for holding an opinion that as an American he 
has a perfect' right to hold. Nor on the other hand can 
we blame the employer If he declares that he has a 
right to run his business as he sees fit and that he will 
not accept dictation from anyone in this regard. As a 
matter of fact and of law he does have the right to 
employ whom he pleases and to pay what wages may be 
mutually agreed upon without the interference of any 
Individual or association. 
The great difficulty is that 


most people who consider these questions are guided by 
their sympathies or their prejudices, and comparatively 
few see clearly the truth that it is the general welfare 
and not the gain of the individual or of the class tHat 
should be the object of our efforts. 
Selfishness is the 


mainspring of all the relations between labor and capita 
at the present time, and whichever class should gain 
absolute mastery over the other, the result would be 
equally disastrous to the people as a whole. - 


If the great trusts of the country should succeed.in 


destroying the labor unions, there Is too much reason to 
fear that labor would, if not immediately, in the near 
future, be reduced to the position of helpless thralls 
whose pay would be determined solely by the considera- 
tion of getting the largest product at the least expense. 
On the other hand, if the unions should accomplish their 
avowed object of securing control of all industries, they 
wo'ujd have extraordinary power subject to much abuse 
by. unwise or corrupt leaders, for everyone, whether capi- 
tajlst'or wage-earner, would bo subject to the dictation 
off irjrepponsible: tyrants. Tho declaration that no one 
shall he allowed to live or to wont in an American com- 
munity unless he has received permission to do so from 
an, Association of a certain class is utterly inconsistent 
with freedom and our institutions. In the recent history 
of England we have had a conspicuous-example of the 
evils that may come from the unreasonable exaction 
of trades-unions. Today England has been driven out of 
the world's markets, the factories are closed and her 
wage-earners in many cases are idle, because the unions 
have imposed absurd limitations upoix^the products of 
ier machine shops to such a degree that England cannot 
compete with other countries where industry- is as yet 
unshackled. Trades-unions have served a.'good purpose 
n this country in reducing the hours of labor to such as 
are compatible with healthfulness and. by enforcing the 
payment of living wages for a day's work. .When they 
;o beyond such worthy objects and undertake to dictate 
that no person can De employed' unless he belongs to 
some particular union, do they not weaken'their power 
and Influence in enforcing their demands for better wages 
and for better conditions for all classes,of labor? 


It Is certain that the present industrial system is Im- 


perfect and defective, and it is equally certain that there 
nust come In the near future radical and far-reaching 
changes. To the old condition of serfdom we cannot 
•eturn. There is too much intelligence and too much 
power in the laboring classes of this country to permit 
anything of the kind, and public sentiment would' not 
permit It for an instant. The experiment of control of 
he Industrial system by labor unions if it could be tried 
would be quickly disastrous: 


Apparently the natural result and the one most fre- 


quently suggested is that of the control of our industrial 
iystem by the government. It is urged that the post- 
ifttce works admirably In this way, and that in other 
ands the telegraph and telephone and railways have been 
operated in a similar manner. It is proposed to extend 
he control of the government to the mines and finally 
o the factories. Unfortunately there Is reason to believe 
hat the advocates of such a change see only the ad- 
vantages of the plan and are blind to its disadvantages, 
loreover no improvement in the industrial system can 
hange the defects of human character and there is good 
easou to believe that many of the evils of which we 
omplain are due to men, rather than to methods. 


The true and permanent remedy, whatever it may"b"e, 


s to be found only in the gradual development or. evolu- 
lon through which the industrial system will be brought 
nto harmony with the conditions ot production that have 
een so wonderfully changed in the past hundred years. 


When we think of the differences that have been made 


y steam, electricity and the manifold Inventions of the 
ineteenth century, it is no wonder that our industrial 
rganization has failed to keep'pace with our material 
evelopqaent. It is utterly, improbable and wholly at 
ariance with human experience;that any made-to-order 
Ian or result of theoretical study would be found to 
rork satisfactorily. 
Utopias are made lor books, not 


or.real life. 


In every consideration of these subjects there is one 


ling that ought never to be lost sight of. There are 
irco parties to these labor discussions, not two. Neither 


wage-earners nor capitalists can safely be left to dictate 
he management of our industrial system. The only 
olutipn of the problem that will be satisfactory is the 
ne in which the general interests of all the people are 
onstdered and preserved. The people are a party to 
very.'controversy of this-kind, too often silent, too often 
isregarded. 
But it is the > people that must be consid- 


red In the end and the people jthat will arrange and

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services for which corporations are chartered by the 
State, is as uncivilized as the practice of'dueling or of 
private war which we have -fortunately outgrown, in 
every labor difficulty the first thing that ought to be con- 
slder'ed is the interest of the people, and neither elde to 
the controversy has the right to demand that the public 
shall suffer as a result of selfishness, obstinacy or class 
Interest. 


This is a truth that needs to be told much more often 


and more fearlessly than Is usually the case. It ifr a truth 
that needs to be supported as often as becomes necessary 
by the force of legislation and by the strong' pdwer'of 
state and federal .government.

HE WAY (the west grows was illustrated In. Okla- 
homa the past week. A large Indian reservation 
was opened to settlement and thousands of farms 
were distributed to, eager applicants -while a 


city of 10,000 people sprang into being almost in a.single 
day. 


These rushes into the remaining Indian reservations 


come as the closing scenes of one of the greatest move- 
ments of settlement in the history of .the human race. 
One hundred years ago tho interior of our continent and 
the Pacific slope was a wilderness, tenanted except In 
rare intervals by the savage and trodden only by the 
hunter and the explorer. Vast areas, were unknown-to 
the white man and a large part of It was considered,to be 
uninhabitable. Today the chain of settlement extends in 
unbroken lines from Ue Atlantic to the Pacific and out of 
the wilderness prosperous and progressive states have 
been created. 


No such development as this will be possible In the 


next hundred years. 
The American nation has given 


away to its citizens under the homestead and' the pre-emp- 
tion laws the largest body of fertile land exiting in tem- 
perate regions on the face of the globe,:and the limit Is 
well-nigh reached. From now on tne nation must' devote 
its attention to developing the productive part of the area 
now held In private ownership and to making fit for 
cultivation that part of the public domain which is not 
suitable for agriculture under natural.conditions. That a 
vast development of the productiveness of the arid region 
is possible we firmly believe, -but to: Secure this there will 
have to be marked changes in our-lana-system ana in 
the relation of our federal government towards the public 
lands,

a balloon of sufficient buoyancy to practically, bal- 
ance the weight of the apparatus and passengers. 
That the Dumont air-ship is not perfect is admitted by

against a light wind, and from this point >it is certain 
hat rapid improvement will be made.

THE GROWTH OF CANADA. 


HE RECENTLY completed census for the I^omln 


ion of Canada shows a total population of 6,400, 
000 in round numbers, which Is an increase OL 
about 500,000, or a little more than 10 per cent 


in the past 10 years. The Canadian census period co 
incides Very closely, though not exactly, with that of the 
United States which, during the decade 1890 to 1900 
showed an increase in population of 20.7 per cent, 


In population Canada ranks between Pennsylvania 


and Illinois, the former 6,300,000 and the latter 4,800,000 
while New York has 7,260,000. In the past ten years New 
York Increased at the rate of 21.1 per cent., Pennsyl 
vania 19.9 per cent., and Illinois 25 per cent. 


'Of the states and territories of the union.only seven 


showed a percentage of Increase less than that of Canada 
These are: Delaware, Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, Nevada 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 


An interesting comparison may also be made between 


the Dominion and the states along the northern border 
of the United States, as follows:

''It'is difficult If hot impossible to draw correct infer- 
ences from these .figures, 'as there are so many local 
conditions and special Influences to be. considered. On 
the whole, however,.!} is evident that'while Canada Is 
making a good healthy growth its progress is at a less 
rapid rate than thai.'of the United States, with few ex- 
ceptions. That this will continue to be the case for many 
years to come is extremely probable. The insuperable 
obstacle to Canadian ;lmjnlgratioir Is the climate, and 
against this, natural resources, whether agricultural or 
mineral, will prevail with great difficulty. .As the west- 
ern states fill up there is likely to be'something of a 
movement of population northwards across the border 
to the unoccupied lands of Canada, but it is not likely 
that there will ever be any. such wave of settlement 
as haa characterized the establishment of our great states 
of the west.

HE Cripple Creek Times-Citizen vigorously pro- 
tests against the Immigration to that district of 
the criminals and outlaws who have been 
driven from Pueblo by a recent reform movement 


in the latter city. 


"They all have in mind but one thought," says this 


watchful guardian of the city's interests, "to make a 
living without work, off the profits of the man who is 
honest enough to labor for his daily,bread. They are 
too dishonest to work—they are dangerous to any com- 
munity.". 
, 


The spirit of this editorial is admirable, Its truth be- 


yond question. It is most surprising that cities do not 
devote more of their attention to the prevention of crime. 
If they did so there would be less .need1'of expensive 
efforts towards its repression, less need of detectives and 
courts to secure the arrest conviction and punishment of 
the wrongdoer. 
- 


The city that invites the vicious and the criminal 


classes to its habitation, that makes life agreeable to 
them by a tolerance of the open saloon, the prize flght, 
the low theater, the gambling den and other similar forms 
of low amusement, the city whose ordinances are lax or 
laxly enforced, is sure to reap a rfarvest of crime and vice 
of appalling proportions. Too many cities are at present 
engaged in futile efforts to stamp out crime and vice by 
punishing the guilty when they can be found, while the 
germs of social disease are being cultivated in their 
midst in schools that are openly tolerated by the civil 
authorities, while in many cases the vicious elements 
actually control the city government and dictate the 
.selection of the officers of the law. ' 


Such a condition of affairs is utterly unreasonable and 


wholly inconsistent with publ(c morality, it is dangerous 
to the life, the family and the'p'roperty interests of every 
citizen; but it exists, u is time for the people of Colorado 
and of,its larger cities to realize that the only sure 
method pf suppressing crime is t'o^suppress the habitual 
criminal.

have been concerned. Educate, uplift the negrd;-help him to understand. 
'Discuss the matter'in congress." President McKinley-has-discussed It un- 
til now he simply calls attention to what he has-said on the Subject in former 
messages. When I discussed the question with hlniiat; the White house, 
he asked, like Mr. MacVeagh, "What can we do?"

With this spirit dominant with these methods prevailing, the solu- 


tion of the problem Is. not likely to come quickly; and-the lawlessness, 
the lynchings, the .burnings at the stake, the murders, all so prominently 
Identified with the race problem in our own country, must cause consid- 
erable ,apprehension among the natives of those countries into which ws 
are Introducing our civilizing influences.

'It is not necessary to discuss this subject from the standpoint of tho 


weaker race in order to show the great danger to .which- the - country is 
exposed through the neglect on the part of our people to give the race 
question 
proper attention. 
Whether or not the colored race is a de- 


sirable part of our population is something .that-is entirely out of the 
quesion. The negro is here, and the impossibility of getting rid of him 
is admitted. The question is what are you going to dp about it? 


Are we to go on hanging, burning, disfranchising the' race at home, 


disregarding the. Constitution and everything else In/ our blind fury—ad- 
mitting that the problem here Is too much for.us—when at;-thersame time 
we are assuming domain over millions of colored people, in other lands? 
Even the clergy of .this country, so solicitous in seeing:,to it that the 
bible shall follow the flag,• even• if the-Constitution does not,;:are singu- 
larly, indifferent in•: regard to the more pressing problem here at home. 
At least I have found many Of them of that; frame of mind. One "of the 
most prominent leaders of his denomination-,, a minister who: preaches to 
thousands every Sunday, and is as well known abroad as in this country 
as a pulpit orator, when I asked him to say something about the lawless 
manner in which the negro has been dealt with, or at least give the matter 
some consideration, replied': "I have too many other things tO think aSout. 
The problem Is too big- for either of us." I might, add that in politics this ' 
minister is an expansionist. 
, 


So when Mr. MacVeagh says we refused to consider this -great problem, 


I know from experience that he speaks the truth. It is not enough for our 
public-spirited men to contribute money'to this,'that and the other thing 
having a bearing on the problem, and then dismiss the matter: from their 
minds. There are other ways in which they may show their, disapproval of 
existing conditions, ways In which they can-show to the : nations ot the 
world, among which we. have taken our placer that-we are not the selfish, 
excitable barbarians which we, must appear-to be In the-estimation of 
people who know only as much about us as they learn from reading the 
cable dispatches printed on'the other side of the ocean. 


In forming anti-lynching leagues, It was my object to offset this impres- 


sion, first by having the members show that they were not Sn- sympathy 
with those of their race who committed crime, and in co-operation with their 
white neighbors In enforcing the law of the land in the apprehending of 
criminals, and .in punishing for crime; and, secondly, by impressing upon 
them the necessity of living such lives that would free the race from the 
stigma that has been placed upon It by the crimes of a comparatively 
small number of negroes. But I found that the same attitude :was assumed 
toward the movement oi^the part of the advocates of lynching and law- 
lessness,'as had been assumed toward negroes suspected of crime, and it Is 
a matter for congratulation that the lynching element does not represent 
:he south. 


The antl-lynchlng movement, however, is having its effect and if It 


were In no other way than In arousing a slumbering people, and in forcing 
:hem to look in the face this problem which Mr, MacVeagh says we refuse 
to consider, it must be admitted that something has been accomplished.

It must be admitted at the outset that no argument baaed on local condi- 
tions is sound as a general rule; yet, when it is applicable" to millions it i» 
worth more than passing consideration; In the .great tpltles of the east, work on 
?reat Improvements done under contract yields the laborer it the'.rate of fif- 
teen cents an hour or $9 a week; and in the same cities potatoes are today 
valued at J5.60 a barrel and coal at $5.50 a ton/ Compelled'by^cirbumstances 
to buy these staples at prices which add 60 per. cent, to the price,-potatoes cost 
about $7.75 a barrel and coal 57.75 a ton.

The potato with the ends of meat pr mutton, and a'carrot and an onion, 
form the main food for thousands of families. When potatoes'are, dear it is 
a calamity. It Is worse .than'dear bread. 


One cannot consider the welfare of the tolling masses In great cities with- 
out comparing wages with w)iat wages procure. There is a vast amount of 
of talk In certain circles in the great cities of New /'York, Boston and Phila- 
delphia about there being few unemployed laborers. 
Ilard facts affecting the condition of laboring people are suppressed, They 
do not come up to break through the glided crust. They are held back. 
Let any decent, saber-minded, thoughtul. man consider what the condition 
ot a small family must be when its bread-winner can only earn $9 lor 60 hours 
work and potatoes are at 58 and $7 a barrel when bought in small quantities. 
The price of labor is slowly and steadily decreasing; the cost of living is alonly 
and steadily Increasing. 


There are many who will say, "Never in the history of the world were 
commodities; once held to be exclusively made for the enjoyment of the rich. 
10 cheap, so attainable by all. That Is only In a measure true, When the actual 
necessities of life are beyond the earning power pf men. the luxuries, however 
ow in price, are still unattainable. 


By a false system of legislation and by a lack of enforcement of enacted 
aws, the gates of this nation are open to thousands who pour into this country 
o swell the ciowds of laborers. Southern Bui ope has filled the sweat-shops 
mrt the trenches with a class of people who destroy, labor and the i proceeds of 
a laboring man's hard day's work. 


There is no equitable relationship between the price of an American citizen's 
abor and the price of an American oitizeifs food. The American citizen Is sup- 
posed to live In a decent habitation, feed and clothe his family, send his chil- 
dren to school, read his newspaper ana go to church: The Italian, Polish, Hun- 
garian ana Bulgarian herds his family (when he has any),* clothes his children 
n rags, he does not read his paper, he does not send his children to school and 
he aoes not go to church. He can, conseo.den.tly, compete' "With'the American 
itlzen, and does compete, The price pf labor falls.

bling. Is the surplus In the treasury, 
which Is really the money of the people, 
to bo used an.fuel to feed the financial 
furnaces of Wall street? 
Surely It 
ought to be possible for congress to 
block this game. The safe, wise and 
certain way is to get rid of the surplus 
by the reduction of taxation.

The Best Kind of Fighting Man. 
The enviable position assumed Iri the 
South African war by all the volunteer 
colonial contingents, whether Canadi- 
an, Australian, or South African, Illus- 
trated exceedingly well M. de Bloch's 
repeated statement that the old-fash- 
ioned European army training does not 
make the most effective modern soldier. 
What Is needed under new conditions 
s a large measure of individual Initia- 
tive; and the colonial volunteers pos- 
sessed this in' a much higher 
degree 
than some of the best-drilled regiments 
of the British army. The regular army 
of the United States has a high merit by 
modern" tests, largely because of the 
material from which it has been re- 
cruited; and also from the .circum- 
stances under which It has been doing 
frontier service in small and scattered 
detachments. Our prevailing 
condi- 
tions of life In this country develop an 
unusual degree. of 
self-reliance In 
young men, and as a rule the young 
American learns to use firearms. M. de 
Bloch points out the fact that the mod- 
ern rifle and smokeless powder give a 
wholly new importance and meaning 
to guerrilla warfare, and that on this 
account it will be increasingly difficult 
[o bring wars to a decisive conclusion. 
The natural capacity of Americans for 
this kind of warfare Is so great that no 
conceivable combination of military 
powers could successfully Invade the 
United States.. These principles, 
as 
they come to be generally perceived, 
must have the most profound bearing 
upon the early future of military 01-- 
ganlzatlon and methods in Europe, and 
they must also be allowed to have their 
bearing upon our own methods.

High spirit, Intelligence, vigor and 
adaptability In the Individual wan will 
count for more than anything else; and 
It Is necessary, first pf all,- to'maintain 
those Ideals >f American life and de- 
mocracy according to, which the sreat 
object of Institutions like ours Is to 
maintain equality of conditions and 
promote universal education ami pros- 
perity This means true education as 
the national safeguard.—(From "The 
Progress of the World," in the Amer- 
ican Monthly Review of Reviews for 
August.

SCENE AT THE 


LA VETA WRECK 


Devastation Which Was Caused 


by the Explosion of the 


Freight Locomotive. . 


Special to the Gazette. 
Walscnburg. Aug. 12—A large number 


of people from Walsenburg went to La 
Veta today to view vhe scene of;the 
explosion on the D. & R. O. track itfx>ut 
a mile and a half this side of La yeta; 
A dozen or more boarded the:wre'cker, 
which left here about 3 this afternoon: 
A number also drove to the scene Of 
the wrsck. The scene of the wreck was 
almost Indescribable. Pieces of the en- 
gine and tank were scattered about the 
fields there for a radius of 2,000 feet. A 
piece of the boiler, which was estimated 
by railroad men and others capable of 
forming an opinion of such things, to 
weigh flve tons, had been thrown by the 
force of the explosion up the side of a 
hill for the distance of not less than 
1,000 
feet. 
Other pieces of th« boiler 
scarcely less- heavy were distant; from 
the track at 'east 1.600 feet. The major 
piece of the boiler was on the other 
side of the track and ha,d plowed Into 
the ground in several places and packed 
tha soil into it until It was as hard as 
a -ock. Bolts were cut from the boiler 
as clean as though the inch thickness 
of .-steel hail been but io much cheese. 


The explosion occurred about one'mile 
this stile of La Veta at Kincald ranch 
where ^several men ware at the time 
working in an alfalfa Held. One of, the 
men there In describing the scene said 
that he saw the body of the engineer 
fly through the air up to a height of 
about 300 feet as though he had been 
an old .coat.

Bob McGraw, the conductor, describ- 
ing the accident said that he had' on 
board .with him 
BOO bars of bullion 
valu';-l at $190 each and that he was 
just thinking about the valuable cargo 
he had on board, and had just put his 
punch In his pocket preparatory to go- 
Ing through the passenger coach to col- 
let the tickets, and had put his hand 
on the door when he heard a sort Of 
sullen roar and the next instant he/was 
thrown forward 'with several trunks 
about him and then backwards upon 
tho brakeman, whom he knocked down 
by the Impact. There were abputl'-lS 
passengers on board, the great major- 
ity of whom'were children.' The .con- 
ductor and nreman then looked out,the 
side doors of the baggage room and saw 
the air full of flying missies, . the 
shriek and whistle of which could be 
plainly heard as they flew through the 
air.' The noise of the explosion, the 
men said did riot seem to be so very 
great, although the force-of It was felt 
very plainly at La Veta, where it eVe'n 
cnocked the plaster off some of the

The coroner and his jury left for La' 
Veta from Walsenburg this afternoon, 
but are not yet ready to render a -ver- 
dict as to responsibility lor the wreck. 
In fact no one seems to be able to form 
an opinion satisfactory to themselves 
on this subject. There was a report 
circulated early this morning • fo the 
effect that the engine was 
old and 
should have been condemned befora, 
and that It exploded.-limply because it 
could not carry the necessary pressure.

The wrecker reached the scene of the 


accident about 4 o'clock,and by 7 the 
track was clear, the explosion having 
almost cleared the track itself, so that 
:here was not much to do but complete 
:he work and replace the track that 
had been torn up.
